SOCIAL CONDITIONS. 

The district comprises fourteen parishes and except for the small 
market town of Tenbury it is entirely rural in character. Agriculture, 
including fruit and hop growing is the chief industry of the rural area and 
provides work for most of the population. A large proportion of residents in 
the Town of Tenbury find work in factories bordering the town, 

| During the Autumn months the population is increased by fruit and 
‘hop pickers, mostly women and children, brought into the district and 
accommodated in special quarters on the farms. As more hop-picking machinery 
is installed there is a progressive decrease in this seasonal influx of workers 
from the Black Country. Accommodation in the district was only needed for 
131 pickers, employed at 6 farms. 
There is a large number of farms and small holdings in the Area, 


The amount of unemployment varies very little.

LABORATORY FACILITIES. 

The County Council laboratory at ances tee undertakes the examination of 
producer samples of food, milk and water. The remaining bacteriological and 
pathological examinations are carried out at the Public Health Laboratory, 
Worcester Royal Infirmary. 


HOSPITALS, 
The Tenbury Hospital is quite close to the town, and though being in 


the parish of Burford, Shropshire, it receives cases chiefly from the town and 
district of Tenbury. It is very well equipped, 

For infectious diseases the Worcester Isolation Hospital is chiefly 
used and Hayley Green Isolation Hospital is also available, 

The Blakebrook Hospital at Kidderminster is also available and for 
maternity cases accommodation is provided in three maternity hospitals, 

All hospitals are the responsibility of the Birmingham Regional 
Hospital Board, 


TUBERCULOSIS, 
Dispensary and Sanatorium treatment is provided by the Regional 


Hospital Board, The nearest hospital dispensaries are Kidderminster General 
Hospital and Worcester, There is a sanatorium at Knightwick, 
| The Local Heaith Authority is responsible for prevention and after- 
care and the administration is assisted by the Divisional After-care sub-Committe.e. 
VENEREAL DISEASE, 

Treatment and Supervision is arranged at the nearest hospital centre, 


i.e. Kidderminster General Hospital and Worcester Royal Infirmary.

NURSING IN THE HOME. 


There are five District Nurses in the area, who also act as midwives 
and carry out the duties of Health Visitors. Their work is so apportioned as 
to cover the entire area. 

The administration of these services is the responsibility of the Local 


Health Authority. 


SECTION C. 
SANITARY CIRCUMSTANCES OF THE AREA, 
WATER, 


Samples: of the supply to the Town of Tenbury have been taken regularly 
and have proved satisfactory on analysis, The quantity is variable and 
requires to be augmented from the Elan Aqueduct to a considerable extent. 

As a safety precaution the Council has installed a drip feed chlorinating 
plant, which is now in operation daily. 

The Rural Water Scheme Part II was commenced in the early spring and 
the majority of mainlaying was completed by the end of the year. 

However the Broadheath Water Tower is proceeding very slowly due to labour 
shortages (tradesmen). 

The scheme to improve the town supply and provide a new supply to 
Berrington, St. Michael's and parts of Old Wood was submitted to the Minister 
for approval in November. 

The Bockleton private supply (2 bore holes) was taken over by the 


Council after consultation with the Ministry of Housing and Local Government. 
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DRAINAGE AND SEWERAGE. 

The Sewerage Scheme for the Tcwn of Tenbury which was submitted for 
approval by the Minister last year, and referred back to the Council's 
Consulting Engineers for further detailed studies of daily flows and other 
technical considerations, has made little further progress. At the end 
of the year 4 gauging chambers S#@iwaeskoies were commenced to obtain readings 
of sewage flow. Consultations were in progress with the ower of the 
Slaughterhouse at The Horns with regard to the strength of the effluent. 

With respect to the remainder of the District the arrangements for 


sewerage and sewage disposal appear to be reasonably adequate. 


RIVERS AND STREAMS, 


The only serious pollution known to be occurring is that of the River 
Teme and Kyre Brook at Tenbury which receive untreated sewage from the town, 
This situation will remain unchanged until the town sewerage scheme is built 
and working satisfactorily. 
SCHOOLS. 

The proposals to improve sanitary conditions at Lindridge School are 
still in the planning stage and no progress has been made. An adequate 
mains supply of water was available at the beginning of the year and this

I beg to submit my report for the year ended 31st December, 1961, 


Water Supplies ( Generally ) 


Work was commenced on the Rural Water Scheme Part IZ in the early 
spring and the major part of the main laying was completed by the end of 
the year. Difficulties were experienced with the contractors regarding 


the unsatisfactory standard of reinstatement, 


Regrouping of Water Undortaings. 


Negotiations with the consti iment members of the North West 
Worcestershire Water Board over the Borough of Kidderminster's claim 
for differential water charges have continued with the Minister acting 
aS arbitrator, and the difficulties seem likely to be resolved in the 


near future, 


Tenbury Town Supply. 
The Town of Tenbury is supplied from the Council's mains. 


The scheme for the improvement of the Town supply and the provision of 

a new mains supply to Berrington, St. Michaels and parts of Old Wood, 

was submitted to the Minister for approval in November, with an application 
for Loan sanction in the sum of £6000 for 30 years. 

It is becoming increasingly evident, particularly during the summer 


months that the Town's consumption rate is rising, and it is very much 
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13. 


hoped that there will be little delay in commencing this scheme, 
Bockleton Water Supply. 

The Council vested this supply in the spring. Difficulties were 
experienced in the maintenance of the Weston Bore Hole supply owing to 
gale damage to the windmill. 

Bastham and Highwood - Water Supply. 

This supply functioned satisfactorily during the year. It will not 
be integrated with the Pural Water Scheme Part II until the Highwood 
Reservoir construction is ~mpleted. 

Water Supplies - Council] ‘ouses. 

Minor difficulties were experienced owing to breakdowns in pumping 
machinery in maintaining satisfactory supplies to those Council House 
Estates not yet on the mains water supply.

DRAINAGE AND SEWERAGE. 
Tenbury Sewerage and Sewage Dispos alScheme. 

Following the Ministry request for details regarding flows and surface 
water infiltration in the Town sewers, the construction of four gauging 
chambers was commenced in the latter part of the year. These chambers 
were specially designed for the use of a portable battery powered flow 
recording apparatus invented by Mr. J .K.Marshall, the Council's Consulting 
Engineer. 

HOUSE REFUS® COLLECTION» 

Collections of Louse refuse are made weekly in the Town of Tenbury and 
once every three eke tn the rural parishes, The Council are using two 
tips for refuse, one 25 Zyraviood and the other at Mamble. 

Tere has been a cousiderayie increase in the qiantity of household 
refuse during the last few years which has resulted in the main Council 
tip at Kyrewood being filled up more rapidly than the Council would wish. 
At the end of the year an application for Planning Permission was made to 


the County Council on behalf of a site in the parish of Hanley. 
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COUNCIL HOUSES. 


Work was commenced in the latter pert of the year on the Scheme for 
Old Peoples Bungalows at Trumpet Yard, Tenbury by the Contractor, Mr. F.B. 
May of Eineton, Herefordshire, 

In Fehruary the Council gave fe eens fer the preparation of a 
comprehensive specification of improvement work to all pre-War Council 
houses for the provision of Standard Amenities in order to qualify for a 
contribution under Section 13, House Purchase and Housing Act, 1959. 

Following the submission of a satisfactory quotation the common 
footpaths leading to the rear of the Crescent and Crescent Place Council 
Houses were resurfaced with Tarmac by workmen of the County Surveyor's 
Department. 

During the year 9 prefabricated sectional concrete garages were erected 
at Wheeler Orchard, and 4 of a similar type at Pembroke Avenue, Tenbury. 
No difficulties were experienced in ae tenants for these garages, 
consequently further schemes for the erection of garage blocks in 
several of the Council's rural housing estates were considered. 

RODENT CONTROL | 

The Council employ a full-time rodent operator. Contracts made in 
addition to those continusi from the Ministry of Agriculture amounted at 
the end of the year to a sum total of 85 contracts valued at £493. 15. 0O. 
929 visits were made in connéction with these contracts. 
CIVIL DEFENCE. Taking up my predecessor's appointment as the Council 
Billeting Officer, by means of eveningcourses I established a nucleus 


of billeting staff that could be expanded in an emergency.

HOUSING. 

During the year no new Council houses were erected. 

6 Old Persons Bungalows were in course of erection at the end of the 
year. Also work was in progress on the conversion work to the existing 
house adjoining the site for the provision of a further three Old Persons 
dwellings,

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SUPERVISION OF FOOD. 


Ice-Cream, There are no manufacturers of ice-cream in the district, 
Pre-packed ice-cream only is sold from the premises registered. No new 
premises were registered by the Council during the year, Premises and 
facilities remain satisfactory. 

Food Premises, 

57 visits and inspections of registered and other food premises have 
been carried out during the year. A good standard of hygiene has been 
maintained in most premises, 

Slaughterhouses and Meat Inspection. 

There are two slaughterhouses in operation in this district. The 
majority of the animals slaughtered in the district was at the slaughterhouse 
at The Horns, Tenbury, and a great proportion of the output from these 
premises was "exported" outside the district. 

100% meat inspection was maintained during the year. Though the 
animals slaughtered in the district produce extremely high quality meat, 
approx. 7 tons of meat and offal were found to be unfit for human consumption 


and were consequently rejected.

There are no Pasteurising plants in the district. 
All work in connection with the Milk and Vairies Regulations is now 
mainly administered by the Worcestershire County Council. 
Hop-Pickers Accommodation. 

Owing to hop-picking machines being more widely used, fewer 
hop-pickers were imported into the District. 

The condition of pickers quarters generally was fairly good. 
The usual nursing facilities were provided to the hop farms in the District 
under arrangements made by the County Council.
